DECLARATION OF LAWRENCE D. BERGER 
IN SUPPORT OF APPELLEE’S BILL OF COSTS 


I declare as follows: 

1, Iam one of the attorneys of record in this matter for plaintiff-appellee 
Jessica Ramsay (“Ramsay”). 

2. Ramsay requests that the Clerk allow costs for this appeal in the total 
amount of $87.66 as supported by the attached invoices for copying and delivery 
of printed briefs to the Court. 

3. Ramsay’s brief was copied and bound by New Jersey Legal as shown 
on the attached Invoice.
